| Spoke to Jeannette Cantwell, Adminis- 
trative Assistant to Representative John Dingell (D. , Mich.), concerning 
a letter from the Representative requesting information from the Agency 
on the use of private detective agencies. I explained to Mrs. Cantwell 
that the letter is causing us some problems since we cannot reply without 
getting into classified areas. Mrs. Cantwell understood thoroughly and 
said it was a mistake that the letter had been sent to us. I explained that 
we desire to be helpful within the limits of security, but that in this 
particular instance there was little we could do. I informed her I would 
be ready at any time to discuss the problem with the Congressman should 
he so desire. She felt sure there would be no need for this but took my 
name and telephone number in the event the Congressman wishes to pursue 
it further.

That I was at a loss as to why weTiad been requested to comment on 
H.R. 1469, a bill dealing with the configuration of aircraft and carrying 
fire arms on commercial aircraft.
